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Some definite action m the matter 
of th; pollution of the Slippery Rock 
Creek, following a report of Dr. W 
L. Steen. Health Officer for New’ 
Castle, who has examined samples 
of water at various spots along the 
Slippery Rock. 
In the report which he gave Fred 
L. Rentz, president of The News, 
Dr, Steen stated that the samples 
of water submitted to 
him 
were 
from the Slippery Rock at McCrack­ 
en's Bridge, at Elliott s Bridge, at a 
point fifty yards above the entrance 
of Wolf Creek, from the Wolf Creek 
itself and from water at the Grove 
City outlet 
A d i From Mines 
The report of Dr. Steen indicates 
that not only has the acid in the 
water killed all the fish but that 
it makes it dangerous for human 
beings to swim in it. In his report 
he said, “these results indicate that 
the water from the Wolf Creek is 
alkaline or what is called soft water, 
and that the water from the Slip­ 
pery Rock above the entrance of 
Wolf Creek contains sulphuric acid 
in large amounts. 
The water is so 
acid in fact that fish cannot live in 
it, and if any one bathes or swims 
in this water it will cause sore eyes 
and may produce an eruption on 
the skin. 
After the Slippery Rock water is 
mixed with the water from Wolf 
Creek, the acid condition is reduced 
and the water is much improved, so 
much improved that fish will live 
in it. 
The add condition of the 
Slippery Rock is caused by the waste 
water from coal mines above the 
entrance of Wolf Creek and this 
water should be reported to the 
State Health Department. 
(Note) 
I have learned by an an­ 
alysis of the water at Slippery Rock 
Town that this acid contamination 
occurs up the creek from the town 
of Slippery Rock.” 
Other Proof 
Other proof that the acid condi­ 
tion of the Slippery Rock is caused 
by the waste water from coal mines 
either active or abandoned on the 
Slippery Rock is given by other ex­ 
aminations of the water made for 
a group of sportsmen headed by Al­ 
derman O. H. P. Green. 
In 
all 
seventy six samples of water were 
examined for the sportsmen and the 
results of the 
examination 
prove 
definitely that the pollution in the 
stream comes from the acid from 
the mines. 
Not all the mines along the creek 
are responsible for the 
condition 
Perhaps one fifth of them would be 
a fair estimate of the ones doing the 
damage. 
The pollution from these 
mines has killed fish in the creek, 
made bathing dangerous, and has 
poisoned one 
of 
the 
two 
clean 
streams left in Lawrence County. 
Sportsmen are prepared to follow 
up the preliminary work and a re­ 
port will be made to 
the 
State 
Health Department and a demand 
made that the 
department 
take 
steps to remedy the condition. 
The 
mines that have been abandoned 
can be sealed, and the ones that are 
working can arrange to filter their 
waste water. 
Because of the neglect or selfish­ 
ness of the owners of the mines in­ 
volved, such camps 
as 
the 
Bov 
Scouts, Y. M. C. A., Heinz HouS, 
Dick Victor, and some two hundred 
summer camps of individuals are 
Jeopardized. 
Further action in the matter is 
expected within the next few days

NOTRE DAME

Many weight reducers, weary of 
well doing, tired of staying hungry 
give up the idea of dieting and de* 
cide to lose weight by the use of 
1 ablets. Others, for slightly differ­ 
ent reasons—principally because they 
want to reduce in a hurry—do the 
same thing. 
What about these weight-reducing 
tablets? 
Ther is only one substance which 
will reduce weight by direct action 
when taken by mouth and that is 
thyroid extract. Most of the prep­ 
arations which are recommend 2d for 
their reducing powers contain thy­ 
roid. A few depend for their sup­ 
posed value on the presence of a 
drastic cathartic, but these have lit­ 
tle effect in reducing the weight of 
the whole body and are very weak­ 
ening. 
Thyroid extract will reduce weight. 
There is no question about that. It 
is made from the dried thyroid 
glands of animals, usually sheep. 
When taken by mouth it has the 
same action on the body as the nor­ 
mal secretion of the thyroid gland, 
which every normal person possesses. 
It is the only one of the ductless 
gland extracts which is effective 
when taken by mouth. The others 
have to be given hypodermically. 
The action of thyroid is to main­ 
tain the rate of nutrition at a fixed 
level—the basal metabolism as it is 
called technically by doctors. When 
the thyroid secretion is reduced, the 
balance is lost, all the food eaten is 
not utilized apd fat accumulates. 
When'the secretion is execssive, as 
in some forms of goiter, the rate of 
nutrition is carried on so furiously 
:hat the body’s own substance is de­

In small doses—half a grain to one 
grain a day—it is a valuable help 
in reducing the weight in middle 
age, when many of the ductless 
glands are reduced in function. In 
spite of the usual warnings, I have 
never seen any actual harm in such 
treatment with doses one-fourth to 
one-half the doses given to patients 
with permanent absence of the thy­ 
roid secretion. 
But the limits are 
easily overstepped, and for that rea 
son the extra should be used only 
under medical supervision. Besides 
dietary methods of reduction are 
quite as effective if faithfully ptfr- 
nued.

As a means of raising money for 
the relief of disabled ex-service men 
the Fred L. Rentz Post, Disabled 
American Veterans of the World 
War, has arranged a one-day drive 
to take place Monday, November 2. 
This will be known as Forget-Me- 
Not Day, and tiny Forget-Me-Nets 
will be mailed out to citizens of the 
city on next Monday for the purpose 
of securing the needed funds. The 
recipients are expected to make a 
contribution in return. 
In connection with the observance 
of Forget-Me-Not Day, E. Claude 
Babcock, of Washington. D. C., Na­ 
tional Commander of the Disabled 
American Veterans of the World 
War, has the following to say; 
“The observance of Forget-Me- 
Not Day was instituted by the Dis­ 
abled American Veterans to afford 
an opportunity to the public to con­ 
vert into action, the 
promises of 
1917-11918— that those who returned 
from the World War scarred—would 
not be forgotten. 
Need For Work 
“While it is true that the U. S. 
Government has been generous in 
its endeavor to alleviate sufferings 
of these former ex-service men, suc­ 
cessive Congresses, Presidents and 
heads of Federal Agencies have con­ 
sistently maintained, that, in spite 
of a most exhaustive program on the 
part of the Government, there ex­ 
ists a definite field for such work as 
has been carried on by the D. A. V,, 
the only Federally recognized organ­ 
ization of the disabled of any war 
in the history of the Republic. 
“In brief, the purpose of this an 
nual campaign is to raise funds for 
the support of a National system of 
rehabilitation officers to act as free,

its rehabiliation system, which is 
available without charge 
to anf 
claimants regardless of membership 
in the Organization. 
Demand Pressing 
“At no time since the Armistice 
has this demand upon these laison 
representatives been more pressing 
than at 
the 
present. With 
the 
country in the midst of one of the 
most distressing economic depres­ 
sions in its history, disabled ex-ser­ 
vice men will continue to be in a 
most 
desperate 
plight 
for many 
months. 
Because of the fact that the eli­ 
gibility of this organization limits it­ 
self to men who have disabilities 
whch resulted directly from the war, 
and of whom 43 per cent receive 
less than $30 per month in com­ 
pensation. we find that the load car­ 
ried in conducting this service for 
ess fortunate non-members is too 
heavy for our own membership.

HARRISBURG, Oct. 27. — The 
I highway departm ent has been so 
I busily engaged during the summer 
¡and early fall with road building 
I details th at little attention has been 
I paid to the m atters which confront 
the departm ent In the winter. This 
is especially true in regard to the 
20,000 miles of rural road th at be­ 
came part of the State system in 
August. 
No decision has been made as to 
whether any of these new roads are 
to be kept open for travel during 
the winter. A considerable mileage 
of what was taken over was al­ 
ready improved with an “all weath­ 
er” surface. 
During the present season the de­ 
partm ent plans to place a surface 
on 1700 additional miles. Many of 
these rural roads connect important 
farming communities with centers of 
population. In the past under town­ 
ship jurisdiction the supervisors in 


many cases cleared the snow from 
sections of road. 
Officials of the department ex­ 
pect th at every road over which 
school buses are operated will be 
included in the regular snow remov­ 
al work. The department also has 
neglected to purchase any additional 
snow fence for use on these newly 
acquired rural highways. 
During the 1931 season the depart­ 
ment has finished more than 400 
miles of “high type” construction 
which will be kept clear of snow 
this coming winter. 
In addition 
several hundred miles of light type 
construction was put down on roads 
of the Sproul system. 
It is very 
likely that this mileage also will be 
included for snow removal since that 
reduces maintenance 
costs 
each 
spring. 
Snow removal is especially neces­ 
sary on roads with macadam sur­ 
facing. 
Most of the mileage put 
down this year has been of ma­ 
cadam.

WASHINGTON Oct. 27—The gov 
emment today attacked the appeal 
of Ralph J. Capone, brother of A1 
Capone of Chicago who is seeking 
a review of his conviction on a 
charge of attempting to cheat the 
government in connection with his 
income tax. 
In a brief filed in the supreme 
court today, U. S. Solicitor General 
Thacher urged the court to sustain 
Capone’s three year prison sentence 
and fine of $10,000. 
He declared Capone’s contention 
that the government invoked a law 
against him was intended for an­ 
other class of offenders is ground­ 
less. Capone's indictment charged 
him with falsely representing his in­ 
come in a letter in which he offered 
to compromise a tax assessment of 
$4,065.75. 
Although Capone claimed he was 
virtually bankrupt, the government 
said in its brief that he deposited 
$1,851,840.08 in banks during a per­ 
iod of five yeans and four months 
prior to April 2, 1929.

TOKYO, Oct. 27.—A threat of fur­ 
ther Japanese military invasion in 
Manchuria was contained today in 
an ultimatum sent by the Japanese 
consul at Tsitsihar to the local gov­ 
ernment of Heilungkiang Province, 
demanding immediate measures to 
repair the Nenkiang river bridge on 
the Taonan-Anganehi railroad. 
The bridge, according to the Jap­ 
anese charges, was damaged by Chi­ 
nese soldiers to prevent the advance 
toward Tsitsihar of the Autonomist 
Mongol army under General Chang 
Ha!-Peng. 
Will Seise Bridge 
The ultimatum gave the Heilung­ 
kiang authorities one week in which 
to repair the bridge. 
If the work is 
not done by that time, Japanese 
soldiers will seize the bridge and re­ 
pair it 
The ultimatum was based 
upon the fact that the Japanese- 
owned South Manchuria railway 
mortgaged the 
Taonan-Anganehi 
line for 17,000,000 yen. 
The Japanese foreign office, In­ 
ternational News Service learned, Is 
in nightly communication with Mos­ 
cow asking details concerning the 
situation in Northern Manchuria due 
to persisent reports of troop move­ 
ments along the Soviet frontier. 
No IS Feeling 
Government spokesmen scoffed at 
repeats of ill feeling between the So­ 
viets and Japanese. 
It was learn­ 
ed both governments had made an 
unofficial agreement to refrain from 
activity in the Tsitsihar area, where, 
the foreign office admitted, white 
guards instead of Soviets are stir­ 
ring up trouble among the popula­ 
tion of Heilungkiang. 
The foreign office pointed out to­ 
day that Japan has no designs on 
the Taonan railway other than to 
protect its financial interest 
Feats Expressed 
Reports received here from Mqk- 
den stated Japanese military author­ 
ities there were becoming increas­ 
ingly concerned over the steady in­ 
crease of Chinese banditry through­ 
out Manchuria, and were reported 
determined to dispatch troops to any 
point where Japanese are endang­ 
ered. 
Fears were expressed such steps 
would be necessary, even to the 
point of sending Japanese soldiers 
Into Chinchow.

The east certainly has a monopoly 
on undefeated teams, and except in 
the case of the Notre Dame-Pitts- 
burgh game and the Yale-Georgia 
game, eastern teams have had ex­ 
cellent success in testa against teams 
oi other sections. Victories of H ar­ 
vard over Texas, Pennsylvania over 
Wisconsin, Fordham over Drake and 
Army over Michigan State are jus с 
a few of the major eastern triumphs. 
Comparisons Hard. 
For lack of any early season tests 
no general comparison may be made 
as to the power generated in the 
squads of the Pacific coast, in which 
section St. Mary’s is the most con­ 
spicuous possessor of an undefeated, 
united rating. 
Southern California 
and Stanford are outstanding teams, 
though the former was pressed on 
Saturday to beat California by a 
single touchdown and Stanford was 
held to a tie by Washington. Stan­ 
ford’s 13-0 victory over Minnesota 
earlier in the season, however, was 
evidence that the coast teams are up 
to standard. 
Notre Dame once again seems to 
have an exceptional eleven. Its vic­ 
tory over Pittsburgh, hitherto unde­ 
feated and unscored upon, was a 
tribute to the versatility of the first 
of the post-Rockne teams.

Usually Porto Rico gets 
a piece of it and occasionally it hits 
up along the Florida coast doing no 
particular good to such cities as 
Miami.
